COTTON FLEA HOPPERS 


The adult flea ho pper is abo ut 
o ne-eighth o f an inch lo ng, has 
a 
light green or gray ish color, and its 
bo dy is shaped similar to the co m­ 
mon fly . The y o ung insect, which is 
kno wn as the ny mph, is also light 
mo v es abo ut rapidly , and is witho ut 
wings until it is almo st grown. The 
flea hopper feeds on sev eral differ­ 
ent kinds o f weeds in additio n 
to 
the co tto n plant. 
So me 
o f 
these 
weeds are the giant carpet weed, the 
bro o mweed, ragweed, co tto n or go at- 
weed, ho rsemint and many o thers 
including mo st weeds that hav e the 
o do r o f mint. When these weeds die 
o ut during the summer the flea ho p­ 
per has little cho ice but to go to 
the co tto n plant fo r its feeding and 
breedng place. A special dusting o f 
sulphur applied with a dusting ma­ 
chine will co mpletely co ntro l 
the 
flea hopper.
